How Penny’s children led 
her to a brand new life! 


A WOMAN from 
Barry who was 
persuaded to play 
tennis by her three 
children is helping 
to give more young 
people the chance 
to try the sport 
for the first time, 
after becoming a 
qualified coach. 

Penny Mickelsen was 
part of a ‘Tennis for 
Kids’ event in Cardiff 
last week with more than 
50 local schoolchildren 
and representatives from 
Tennis Wales, the gov¬ 
erning body of the sport 
in Wales. Penny helped 
give a te nn is session for 
the group of eight and 
nine year-olds as part of 
a UK school roadshow 
in which around 20,000 


primary school children 
take part in free tennis 
activities. South Wales 
was the fifth stop on 
the tour with 1,000 
schoolchildren taking 
part in taster sessions. 

The 44 year-old was 
inspired to get into tennis 
and take part in sport 
seven years ago by her 
three children, Daniel 
(13), Grace (11) and 
Scott (7) who started 
playing at their local club. 

She recalled: “I was 
one of those people who 
dodged PE in school, 
because I didn’t have the 
confidence to do it and 
didn’t like doing it. If 
you’d told me 20 years 
ago that I would be a 
tennis coach and help¬ 
ing others take part in 
sport, I would never have 
believed you. It has been 


a huge culture change for 
me, but I absolutely love 
it. It has done wonders 
not just for my fitness, 
but also my confidence.” 

Penny, who helped 
set up Barry Community 
Tennis Club, became a 
full time tennis coach 
earlier this year after 
completing her coaching 
qualifications. She is also 
an ambassador for Judy 
Murray and the LTA’s 
She Rallies programme, 
and was a finalist at this 
year’s LTA Awards at 
Wimbledon in the Coach 
of the Year category. 

The Tennis for Kids 
programme was launched 
in 2016 following Great 
Britain’s Davis Cup 
victory in 2015 to give 
4 to 11 year-olds their 
first taste of tennis. Over 
74,000 children including 


5,000 from Wales 
have taken part since. 

Penny said: “Tennis 
for Kids is a fantastic 
way for children to get 
involved in the sport. 
My job as a coach is to 
make it fun so they want 
to keep coming back.” 

Children who sign-up 
for Tennis for Kids 
take part in six weekly 
tennis sessions and also 
get their own kit with a 
racket and ball set, and 
a personalised t-shirt - 
all delivered for under 
£30. The programme 
is running across south 
Wales during the sum¬ 
mer including courses in 
the Vale of Glamorgan.

Cocaine, heroin and cannabis 
seized in Operation Hendon 


DRUGS and cash 
have been seized 
by police following 
multiple war¬ 
rants in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

Warrants were exe¬ 
cuted at three addresses 
in Barry and two 
addresses in Penarth 
on July 18 and 19. 

Operation Hendon was 
led by Central BCU’s 
Organised Crime Unit 
and involved officers 
from the Op Sceptre 
team, Territorial Support 
Team and the dog section. 

A quantity of class A 
drugs, including heroin 
and crack cocaine, were 
recovered along with 
class B drugs cannabis 
and amphetamine. £5,000 
in cash was also seized 
during the operation. 

A 23-year-old Barry 
man was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of possession with 
intent to supply heroin 
and has been released 
under investigation.

Welsh Water’s 
warm weather 
warning 


WELSH Water is 
reminding people 
of the dangers 
of swimming in 
reservoirs as the 
school summer 
holidays begin. 

Every year, a small 
number of people attempt 
to swim in reservoirs 
across Wales, putting 
their lives, and the lives 
of others, at risk. 

The dangers of 
swimming in reservoirs 
include: dangerous 

hidden machinery under¬ 
neath the water, which 
can sometimes operate 
without obvious warn¬ 
ing; very cold and deep 
water that can cause even 
strong swimmers to find 
themselves in difficulty; 
most reservoirs are in 


remote locations, with 
little or no mobile phone 
reception, so the chance 
of rescue is greatly 
reduced. 

Welsh Water’s One 
Last Breath campaign 
video starkly depicts two 
teenagers who drown 
after going into the water 
at a reservoir on a hot 
summer’s day and the 
impact that has on their 
friends and family who 
are left behind. 

The company’s Chief 
Operating Officer, Peter 
Perry, said: “Reservoirs 
might seem like a great 
place to cool off, but 
they are full of hidden 
dangers. 

Hidden machinery, 
strong currents and freez¬ 
ing temperatures can pull 
even the strongest swim¬ 
mers under the water.

from two trains because they were 
‘too full for the cycle’. I suspect 
the same would apply were I in a 
wheelchair. 

Of course these trains would 
be full, when at peak commuting 
time the operator decides only to 
have two carriages, which were 
crammed full by time they arrived 
at Cadoxton station. Having tried 
‘the green option’, and now run¬ 
ning considerably late, I cycled 
home and drove to work. 

Having now bought a small 
motorbike with which to com¬ 
mute, I noticed that in March The 
GEM announced that the Vale will 


trial the use of motorbikes using 
bus lanes, similar to in Cardiff. 
However, nothing appears to have 
happened since the article was 
written four months ago. 

Perhaps our illustrious Labour 
leaders could spare a few minutes 
from pretending to be world lead¬ 
ers and actually make something 
happen. Opening the bus lane 
to Culver for motorbikes would 
certainly help many commuters, 
at very little cost while making the 
commute safer. 

If our council leaders want to 
jump on the climate emergency 
bandwagon, they need only look 
out of the Dock Office window 
for something on which to focus 
their efforts.

“Being former military 
and seeing first-hand the 
effects mental health

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From Barry to Billericay 
- in aid of Fraser

BILLERICAY car fanatic Matt Everard 
has set himself a new challenge in his 
supercharged Tuk Tuk three-wheeler - to 
travel from Barry Island to Billericay in 
Essex during October, in aid of six-year- 
old Fraser Simmonds. 

Fraser, who lives in Billericay, suffers from 
Duchenne muscular dystrophy (DMD). The 
fundraising event will span three days starting 
in Barry Island, the home of Stacey from Gavin 
and Stacey and finishing in Matt’s home town of 
Billericay, the home of Gavin in the hit TV show. 

DMD is a rare genetic muscle-wasting condition 
caused by a lack of the protein called dystrophin 
which is needed for the repair of muscles. Without it, 
all the muscles in the body eventually stop working 
and a ventilator is needed to assist with breathing. Life 
expectancy is around 30 years and there is no cure. 

Matt said: “At the moment, Shelley and Geoff s 
house in Billericay is unsuitable for Fraser’s needs 
as his bedroom is upstairs - they have to carry 
him to bed every night and carry him back down 


again in the morning. We are doing our road 
trip to raise funds to build a downstairs bed¬ 
room and an easily accessible wet room for him. 

“As part of this 250-mile journey in two Tuk Tuks, 
we are going to organise a large convoy of classic 
cars, custom cars and unusual cars who will join 
us along the route.” The road trip will include the 
Simmonds family, mum Shelley, dad Geoff, Fraser 
and his eight-year-old sister April, along with a host 
of other people who are keen to support the event. 

The estimated cost of the build adaptations 
are over £80,000 but they will enable Fraser 
and his family to navigate their home with 
ease and set them up for his future needs as 
the condition progresses and he becomes weaker. 

An architecture and planning company has 
already drawn up plans for the Simmonds’ home.

Police find drugs 


worth 

POLICE officers 
had a surprise when 
they went to a house 
in Barry to deal with 
a minor matter, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that during a 
search, they discovered 
massive quantities of 
cannabis and amphet¬ 
amine with a street 
value of £180,000, said 
prosecutor Tom Roberts. 

Luke Brackley was 
keeping the drugs on 
behalf of others and told 
the officers he received 
no financial gain. 

Brackley (40), of 
Amroth Court, admit¬ 
ted possessing the 
drugs with intent and 
was jailed for eight 
months, the sentence 
suspended for a year. 

Judge Davie Wynn 
Morgan told him: “I have 
to impose a custodial 
sentence. Those who deal 
in the business of distrib¬ 
uting drugs take advan¬ 
tage of vulnerable indi¬ 
viduals to avoid being 
detected themselves. 
Yours is a classic case; 
you were completely 
vulnerable and unable 
to resist those more 
sophisticated than you.” 

Mr Roberts said on 


£180k 

June 3, police went to 
Brackley’s address on an 
unrelated matter. There 
was a search, and they 
discovered large quan¬ 
tities of amphetamine 
in a holdall and four 
packages of cannabis. 

Brackley said they had 
been left at the address by 
local drug dealers who he 
didn’t name. At no time, 
he added, had he actu¬ 
ally supplied the drugs. 

The court heard he had 
two previous convictions 
for possessing cannabis. 

His barrister James 
Evans said: “The best 
mitigation was his 
circumstances. He has 
had many difficulties 
in his life and complex 
post-traumatic stress 
disorder with some 
self-loathing. He allowed 
his home for the stor¬ 
age of the drugs and 
knows this was wrong.” 

He pointed out that 
he had been in custody 
since June 3. Recently, 
added Mr Evans, he 
had begun to develop 
a sense of self-worth. 

The Judge ordered 
that he observe a reha¬ 
bilitation requirement 
for 20 days and directed 
that the drugs be for¬ 
feited and destroyed.

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Green food on 
the menu for 
NFU members 


NFU Cymru 
Glamorgan mem¬ 
bers recently 
discussed carbon 
foot-printing and 
the impact agri¬ 
culture has on 
climate change. 

Speaking at the meet¬ 
ing, held at Llantrisant 
Golf Club, Dr Ceris 
Jones, NFU climate 
change adviser explained: 
“Climate change is the 
greatest and most com¬ 
pelling challenge facing 
society today and each 
and every one of us has 
a part to play to miti¬ 
gate the climate threat. 

“For farmers, this 
means tackling the 
climate challenge head 
on - adapting the way 
we produce food to 
help deliver a greener 
planet for us all.” 

Outlining the union’s 
ambitions Dr Jones said: 
“The British farming 
industry is pushing itself 
to become net zero by 
2040. This does not need 
to impact on net farm 
income, and certainly 
doesn’t mean down¬ 
sizing production or 
exporting our production 
abroad. Instead we need 
to implement a range of 
methods to improve our 
production efficiency, 
capture more carbon on 
farmland and boost our 
production of bioenergy 
and land-based renewa¬ 
bles. But effective incen¬ 
tives are going to be vital 
in each of these areas.” 


Dr Jones went on 
to explain how British 
farming is part of the 
solution, stating: “As 
both a sink and a source 
of greenhouse gases, 
British agriculture is 
uniquely placed to be a 
key part of the solution 
to the climate challenge. 
Our unique landscape 
and diverse farming 
systems enable us to 
produce food efficiently 
and sustainably, and we 
have been very clear in 
our ambition to build on 
this further and lead the 
way in climate-friendly 
food production.” 

Gwyn Thomas, NFU 
Cymru Glamorgan 
county chair said: “It’s 
fantastic that we as 
a county have come 
together to start to dis¬ 
cuss this issue. We all 
have a role to play in 
contributing towards 
the industry’s net zero 
aspiration. It’s a very 
ambitious target and in 
tandem with the indus¬ 
try’s commitment, the 
government must pro¬ 
vide effective incentives 
to help farmers reach 
this target by 2040.” 

The chair thanked Dr 
Ceris Jones for speak¬ 
ing at the meeting and 
explaining such a com¬ 
plex matter in simple 
terms recognising “... 
the wealth of knowledge 
we have working on 
our behalf within NFU 
Cymru is second to none”.

NRW to draw up 
business plan for Dinas 
Powys flood scheme 


A REPRESENTATIVE of Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) gave an update 
on the local flood scheme at the July 
meeting of Dinas Powys Community 
Council. 

The scheme covers the catchment area of Mill 
Stream and the River Cadoxton. Gavin Jones 
explained that the organisation was interested in 
hearing people’s views, while stressing that no 
course of action had been selected yet from the 
options available. 

Earlier this year, The GEM reported flooding 
on land between Cardiff Road and Cross Common 
Road. 

Paul Keeping of the ‘Save Dinas Powys Woods 
and Protect Homes from Flooding Action Group’ 
addressed the meeting and appealed to NRW to 
work with the Woodland Trust, which owns some 
of the land under consideration, and to explore the 
feasibility of natural flood management. 

Plaid community councillor Chris Franks asked 
whether the culvert under Barry Road near the new 
Cross Common housing development was to be 
upgraded, but was told it would be too expensive. 

Cllr Franks said: “This seems to be something 
that the NRW should seriously reconsider. So far 
we have not seen any financial breakdown on the 
various options.” 

Following the meeting with the community

council, Tim England, the operations manager for 
NRW, explained that a business case was being 
devised, but emphasised upgrading Cardiff Road 
bridge would not solve the flooding problems on 
its own. 

He said: “We are currently considering a number 
of options to reduce the flood risk in Dinas Powys; 
these include flood defences through the village, 
an upstream flood storage area and natural flood 
management. 

“An option can be discounted for a number of 
reasons, such as it not being technically feasible, 
being environmentally unacceptable or the cost 
of the works exceeding the financial benefit of 
constructing them. 

“Upgrading the Cardiff Road bridge would not 
provide the single solution to the problem of flood¬ 
ing in Dinas Powys. As well as being very costly, 
other works would also need to be undertaken to 
reduce the flood risk to an acceptable standard. We 
talked through these options with residents at recent 
community council meetings. 

“We have listened to their views and also those 
raised through our previous consultation over the 
last few years. We are now using this information to 
decide the best way forward. The next step is for us 
to produce an outline business case, which we will 
share with the community to give them a further 
chance to provide their feedback.”

‘Foul smell’ on Paget 
Road reported 


WELSH Water 
investigated the 
source of a foul 
smell on Paget 
Road, Barry Island 
after a complaint 
that it would 
deter tourism. 

GEM reader Les 
Deacon said he that he 
had noticed the smell 
for a long period of 
time and was concerned 
it would put people off 
visiting the Island. Last 
week, Welsh Water 
confirmed it first looked 
into the issue in June. 

Mr Deacon told The 
GEM: “I visit Barry 
Island frequently with my 
dog. For many months, 
my experiences of this 
wonderful local amenity 
have been marred by an 
unmistakeable stink ema¬ 
nating from the drains on 
Paget Road just in front 
of many food outlets. 

“When I queue up to 
get a burger, this dis¬ 
gusting smell suddenly 
wafts up and completely 
spoils my experience 
of what should be an 
enjoyable day out.” 


Mr Deacon said that 
during a recent visit 
to the Island a group 
of visitors “held their 
noses” and one woman 
said she wouldn’t return 
because of the bad smell. 

Mr Deacon said it 
was time to “get the 
drainbusters down 
there, clean it up and 
keep our tourists”. 

The GEM approached 
Welsh Water and a 
spokeswoman said: 
“Following reports of 
odour in Paget Road, 
Barry Island in June, we 
sent a crew to investigate 
the complaint and deter¬ 
mine whether this was 
related to our sewer net¬ 
work. This investigation 
concluded that the odour 
relates to a drainage 
issue for surface water 
which doesn’t fall under 
Welsh Water’s respon¬ 
sibility. We received 
another report of odour 
from the same location 
and arranged for a crew 
to attend the address 
again on July 18. They 
confirmed this is still the 
case and the customer 
has been updated.”

A TOTAL of £3,538,708 was 
secured for facilities in the 
Vale through legal agreements 
associated with planning per¬ 
missions in 2018/19. 

In the 12 months between April 1, 
2018 and March 31,2019a total of 26 
Section 106 agreements were negoti¬ 
ated with developers by the Council’s 
planning team.

Green Flags are here - and a greener 
recycling system is on the way 


Cllr Neil Moore, the Leader 
of the Vale Council, is writing a 
monthly column for The GEM. 

I WOULD like to open this 
column by paying tribute to a 
friend of mine and a dear friend 
of Barry Town. 

Dilys Colboume MBE recently passed 
away, but she will be remembered for her 
campaigning to keep Central Park ‘green’, 
by obtaining funding to refurbish the park 
with play facilities and sculptures. 

Dilys will also be remembered for her 
determination to ensure the library and 
town hall were renovated ‘for the people 
of Barry’. My sincerest condolences and 
thoughts are with her family. 

As many GEM readers will be aware, 
this month the Vale Council has retained 
its position as one of the best areas in 
Wales for parks and open spaces. No 
fewer than 10 council-managed parks and 
gardens received the prestigious Green 
Flag in this year’s round of Keep Wales 
Tidy awards. As you may also know, the 
Vale Council has performed consistently 
well in these awards in recent years and 
our sincere thanks must go to the council’s 
Neighbourhood Services team, who work 
all year round to ensure our public spaces 
are looking their best. 

However, what is especially pleasing 
this year is to see so many areas that are 
maintained by local community groups 
scooping awards, with a total of 13 sites 
receiving a community award. 

These included community gardens, 
woodlands and nature reserves. It cannot 
be emphasised enough the role that the 
community is playing in delivering what 
were once considered services to be 
provided by local councils. 

As there appears to be no end to 
austerity, groups like these carrying out 
work voluntarily will become ever more 


important as councils are having to cut 
some of the services they are not required 
to do legally. 

There is also an obvious link between 
the communities coming together to 
improve our green spaces and the role we 
all have to play in tackling climate change 
and creating a more sustainable world for 
future generations. 

In relation to this, Cllr Lis Burnett 
and I will present a motion at the Vale’s 
full council meeting, declaring a climate 
emergency in the Vale. We will be calling 
on all councillors to commit to reducing 
the Vale Council’s carbon emissions to 
zero and to support the delivery of Welsh 
Government’s Low Carbon Delivery plan. 

Other councils and the Welsh 
Government have adopted a similar stance 
and if agreed, this will put this important 
topic at the top of the agenda - tackling 
climate change is something that must be 
shared by everyone. 

To drive this change, we have a carbon 
reduction policy and have installed 14 
new water fountains at locations across 
the Vale to help cut people’s reliance on 
single-use plastics. We will also be dis¬ 
tributing reusable sports bottles at events 
throughout the summer. 

However, while bodies like ours can lay 
the foundations, the ultimate responsibility 
will always lie with individuals to change 
the way they behave. Continuing on that 
theme, in the autumn the Vale will take 
a step forward in cutting waste when 
new kerbside sorting arrangements for 
recycling are introduced. The existing 
co-mingled recycling system, where all 
recyclable items are placed in a single bag 
or box for collection, will be replaced - all 
recycled items will have to be separated at 
home, before being put out for collection. 

These recycling waste collection 
arrangements are being implemented 
across Wales as part of Welsh 



Government’s move to reduce levels of 
contamination in recycling collections and 
allow even more of what we discard to be 
reused in some way or another, and not be 
sent to incineration or land-fill sites. 

These changes will initially come into 
effect in the western Vale this autumn, 
before being rolled-out to Barry and the 
eastern Vale in 2020. 

Please be aware of these changes and 
remember to collect your free recycling 
bags from the Vale Alps Depot, Wenvoe 
or at any library. You can also check what 
can and can’t be recycled by visiting the 
Council’s website at www.valeofglamor- 
gan.gov.uk/recycling. Although the Vale 
has always had very high rates of recy¬ 
cling, with nearly two thirds of our waste 
being recycled, I am very confident that 
we will rise to the challenge of pushing 
this figure even higher, and will ensure 
that the council provides all of the support 
residents require to do so. 

Finally, I’d like to close my column 
by reminding everyone that the council’s 
summer events programme is now in full 
swing. Details of the events can also be 
found on www.visitthevale.com.

ALDRIN Armstrong 
Collins Wilding-West is a 
name inspired by the most 
extraordinary feat in human 
history - the 1969 conquest 
of the moon - and it belongs 
to a man who lives in Barry. 

Mr Wilding-West is named after 
Apollo 11 crew members Neil 
Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin and Michael 
Collins. 

Neil Armstrong was the first man 
to set foot on the Moon and died 
in 2012, aged 82, but Buzz Aldrin, 
who followed him down the steps of 
the lunar module, and fellow crew 
member Michael Collins, are both 
going strong at 89 and 88. 

Over the past week, space enthu¬ 
siasts across the globe have been 
marking the 50th anniversary of the 
landing on the moon which took 
place at 4.18pm on July 20, 1969. 

Mr Wilding-West was born two 
days after the moon landing and 
named after Neil and Buzz at the 
suggestion of his sister - later he 
officially added Collins to his name 
in honour of the often unsung hero 
of the mission Michael Collins. 

He still hopes to meet up or talk 
to the surviving members of the 
crew. 

He said: “Despite many years of 


trying, I never managed to make 
contact with Buzz, Michael, or Neil 
who has now sadly passed away. 

“It’s difficult to describe how, 
after nearly 50 years, being named 
after these heroes grows so proudly 
into your bones. Neil’s passing was 
heart-breaking. 

“The world lost a humble, legend 
of a man. I’d so love some contact 
with Buzz or Michael, but I fear 
that the 50th anniversary may be my 
final chance to shoot for a memory 
that would be so deeply treasured.” 

Mr Wilding-West, who was born 
in Theberton, Suffolk, has lived in 
Barry since 2002. 

He is keen to make contact with 
any other ‘Apollo babies’ and can 
be contacted via his Facebook page, 
‘Apollo 11 - Babies born to the 
Moon Landing’. 

But most of all, he’d love some¬ 
one to help him make contact with 
Buzz Aldrin and Michael Collins.

Mr Cairns said: “I’m 
really pleased that David 
Lidington has had the 
opportunity to visit 
Ysgol Bro Morgannwg. 
The school demonstrates 
the great strengths and 
power that a Welsh 
medium education offers 
to young people in 
Wales.” 

He added: “It’s vital 
that Welsh medium 
education is never seen 
as a compromise to aca¬ 
demic ability in English.

Ramblers explore 
the history around 
Wenvoe Castle 


A GROUP of eight walkers 
joined Joy from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at St Mary’s 
Church, Wenvoe in lovely sun¬ 
shine to take part in the eighth 
summer evening walk. 

Pointing out the inscribed tablet 
above the church gate which is a 
memorial to Laura Frances Jenner 
who was the last of the Jenner family 
to reside at Wenvoe Castle, they 
also learned that three generations 
of the Jenner family were Rectors 
at this pretty 13 th century church. 

Heading along Old Port Road to 
pavement walk beside the A4050 and 
the new development at Goldsland 
Walk, a stile led them across a small 
field near Pugh’s Garden Village and 
uphill by a quiet lane to Burdonshill. 

Passing through a metal kissing 
gate and onto part of the Wenvoe 
Castle Golf course, founded in 
1936 on land surrounding Wenvoe 
Castle, the home of Hugh Jenner 
(who became the first president of 
the club) they carefully followed the 
edge of the green before descending 
through tall ferns into woodland. 

Then on past a pretty flower patch 
and into fields on the northern edge 
of Goldsland Wood, where another 
field containing young cattle led 
them to Maes-y-felin and the St 
Lythans Burial Chamber that was 
lit up by the evening sunshine with 
cows quietly grazing beside it. 

Deviating southwards and heading 
along overgrown pathways on the 
edge of broad bean fields and passing 
golden barley, they circumnavigated 


the end of the wood continuing 
along rough paths to a broken stile. 

Entering open fields with a magical 
view of the Goldsland Valley, they 
dipped downhill being challenged by 
frisky young bullocks that soon gave 
way and, crossing the Goldsland 
Brook, they tramped uphill beside a 
recently cut hay field to New Wallace. 

After visiting and making 
a fuss of Buddy the Shetland 
pony and passing through the 
farmyard, they joined the road. 

Heading east between high 
hedges and passing the 19th century 
Goldsland Farm, they overlooked 
another part of Wenvoe Castle 
Golf course, where players were 
out enjoying the pleasant evening, 
before heading past the club’s 
entrance and making their way 
back to the A4050 for the short 
journey back to Wenvoe village.

THE UK’s first 
vineyard hotel 
has opened its 
doors in Hensol. 

Llanerch Hotel is the 
result of a £2m invest¬ 
ment by Ryan Davies, 
owner of Llanerch 
Vineyard, which is 
home to the award-win¬ 
ning Cariad wines. The 
two-storey hotel, situ¬ 
ated in the heart of the

vineyard, which is just 
20 minutes from Cardiff, 
comprises 26 rooms 
and suites, each with 
uninterrupted views of 
the Welsh countryside. 

As well as Llanerch’s 
popular wine tasting 
and vineyard tours, 
Llanerch is also home 
to an award-winning 
restaurant, which serves 
lunch, dinner and 
afternoon teas in the 


vineyard throughout the 
week. As well as the 
new rooms, including 
several accessible rooms 
and dog-friendly rooms, 
the new hotel includes 
additional meeting and 
conference rooms for 
corporate events. It 
was officially opened 
by Alun Cairns MP. 

“To become the first 
vineyard hotel in the UK

in vineyards in New 
Zealand and Australia, 
where vineyards are 
tourist attractions in their 
own right offering res¬ 
taurants, weddings and 
events, in addition to tra¬ 
ditional wine tasting and 
vineyard experiences. 

Since then, Llanerch 
has become the largest 
commercial vineyard 
in Wales and attracts

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MPs join forces 
over visa fees 


A CROSS party group of MPs 
led by Labour’s Madeleine 
Moon and Conservative 
Richard Graham, have writ¬ 
ten to Home Secretary Sajid 
Javid calling for the abolition 
of visa fees for Commonwealth 
servicemen and women in 
the British Armed Forces. 

Currently Commonwealth citizens 
serving in the UK armed forces have 
the right to apply for Indefinite Leave 
to Remain (ILR) after four years’ ser¬ 
vice if they choose to stay in the UK. 
However, application costs have risen 
considerably in recent years, meaning it 
would currently cost almost £10,000 in 
visa fees for a service leaver to settle in 
the UK with a spouse and two children. 

This has created a situation where 
Commonwealth citizens are often 
forced to choose between leaving the 
UK or remaining here and splitting up 
their family. The Royal British Legion, 
which has raised awareness of this issue 
through their ‘Stop the Service Charge’ 
campaign, say they provided £36,000 
in grants for visa fees last year alone. 

The letter, which has been signed 


by more than 130 different MPs 
from eight different parties, calls 
on the Home Secretary to recognise 
those who have served in the UK 
armed forces by abolishing visa 
costs for them and their families. 

Mrs Moon said: “These men and 
women sign up to join the UK’s Armed 
Forces putting their life on the line for 
our country, and the current visa fees 
charged do not reflect the nation’s 
gratitude for their service. Having 
served the UK, Commonwealth 
service personnel have the right to 
apply to stay here without having to 
pay fees so high that some veter¬ 
ans are being pushed into poverty.” 

Charles Byrne, director general 
at The Royal British Legion, said: 
“Charging exorbitant fees to those 
who have sacrificed so much to 
serve our country is no way to thank 
Commonwealth service leavers. We 
are pleased so many MPs across 
the House and from different par¬ 
ties agree with our Stop the Service 
Charge campaign, and that MPs are 
joining the call to have these fees 
waived. We hope the Government 
will listen to these serious concerns.”

Prepare your garden 
for a heatwave 


Ray’s Retreat opens at 
Romilly Bowling Club 



GARDENERS are 
being urged to save 
water and prepare 
for more sunny 
weather and hot 
temperatures. 

The experts at 
GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co.uk have put together 
nine top tips for saving 
water and keeping gar¬ 
dens in top condition. 

Some tips do require 
early preparation, 
including opting for 
drought resistant plants 
and getting soil in good 
condition with regular 
weeding and adding 
lots of natural fertiliser. 

Other advice includes 
investing in a water 
butt to collect rainwater 
and saving grey water 
to use on the garden. 

A spokesperson for 
GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co.uk said: “Last sum¬ 
mer was beautiful, but 
brutal to gardens across 
the UK. However, 
there are simple steps 
gardeners can take to 
make sure their outside 
space is summer ready. 

“There are things that 
need early attention, 
like buying a water 
butt, improving the 
condition of the soil 
and regular watering. 


“Other pieces are 
advice are for when the 
hot weather hits. Among 
the tips are advice on 
the best times to water 
and the plants garden¬ 
ers should prioritise.” 

1. Look after your soil: 
If your soil is in top con¬ 
dition, then it won’t need 
as much watering. Try 
adding natural fertilisers 
to the soil to improve 
its structure. This will 
help retain moisture. Pull 
out any weeds too - you 
don’t want the water 
you do put on the gar¬ 
den to help the weeds 
grow and not the plants. 

2. Mulching flower 
beds: Try laying mulch 
around flower beds and 
in hanging baskets. This 
will trap moisture and 
prevent it evaporating 
during sunny spells. 

3. Water at the right 
time: Water well before 
sunny spells. This will 
help prevent a water 
deficit when it heats up. 
When it is hot, water 
the garden first thing 
in the morning and in 
the evening when its 
cooler and the sun has 
set; it will reduce the 
amount of evaporation. 

4. Plant drought 
resistant plants: Some 
plants needs less water 


than others, so if you’re 
serious about saving 
water, opt for those 
that require very little. 

5. Invest in a water 
butt: Divert a drainpipe 
into a water butt and 
start collecting. By the 
warmer months, you’ll 
have plenty of water 
ready to use in the garden. 

6. Grey water: Bath 
water and washing up 
water can both be used 
on the garden. Just avoid 
any water containing 
bleach, disinfectant 
or strong cleaners. 

7. Use a watering can: 
Opt for watering can 
rather than a hose to water 
the garden. If you do use 
a hose, use a trigger to 
closely control the flow. 

8. Be selective: Not 
all plants need the 
same amount of water. 
Fruit and veg are worth 
watering regularly. It’s 
also worth prioritising 
containers, any new 
plants and hanging 
baskets. Grass is really 
resilient and even if it 
turns brown, will grow 
back lush and green. 

9. Water retaining 
crystals: These are worth 
investing in to retain 
water inpots, so you don’t 
have to water so often.

NINE of Bridgend County 
Borough’s most beautiful 
parks and green spaces have 
bagged themselves prestigious 
Green Flag awards. 

Three sites maintained by Bridgend 
County Borough Council - Wilderness 
Lake in Porthcawl, Maesteg Welfare 
Park and Coychurch Crematorium - 
have all earned the right to fly the 
coveted flag, which is awarded by 
Keep Wales Tidy. 

A Green Flag award recognises how 
welcoming, safe, clean and well-main¬ 
tained each space is. The award also 
assesses how appropriately conserva¬ 
tion and heritage features are managed, 
community involvement in maintain¬ 
ing each area, sustainable management 
of resources, and how effectively each 
area is marketed. 

Bryngarw Country Park and 
Glanrhyd Hospital also picked up the 
main Green Flag Award this year, 
while Green Flag Community Awards 
were won by the Caerau Market 
Garden, Spirit of Llynfi Woodlands, 
the Wilderness Allotment Association 
and the Badgers Brook Allotment in 
Bridgend.

Holiday health for man’s best friend 


IF you’re planning to pack a suitcase for 
your pooch this summer, make sure you 
follow this useful guide. 

As all dog owners know, it can be heartbreaking 
leaving pets at home or in a kennel for an 
extended period of time. But with a quarter of the 
UK population owning a dog, an increasing num¬ 
ber of places are willing to accommodate them. 

According to research by Camping in the 
Forest, who manage 10 dog-friendly campsites 
in the New Forest, more than 40 per cent of us 
feel anxious about leaving our dogs behind when 
we go away on holiday. As a result, more people 
are opting for trips where dogs are welcome too. 

Make sure you get the most from your adven¬ 
ture away with your pups, by following these tips. 

1. Have a test run: Sleeping in an unfamiliar 
place can be a nerve-racking experience for 
your dog if they’ve never done it before, but 
getting pets used to sleeping in different places 
from a young age will stand you in good stead. 
Try taking them to a friend or family mem¬ 
ber’s house. If you are planning on camping, 
it’s a good idea to get your dog familiarised 
with a tent by pitching it in the back garden. 

2. Things to remember before you go: Before 
you head off, make sure your dog is up to date with 
any treatments, vaccinations and general health 
checks. Ensure they are microchipped and that pet 
insurance is valid. If you’re heading abroad, check 
to see if there are any local diseases to be aware 
of and chat to your vet first. And if you’re going 


somewhere in the UK, don’t forget to pack your 
doggy essentials - including a bed so they can get 
their rest somewhere familiar and comfortable. 

3. Pack a doggy survival kit: Having a 
successful trip is all about being prepared and 
having everything to hand. So what should you 
include? Basics like food, water and toys should 
be top of the list. While it’s tempting to feed 
your pooch scraps from the barbecue, it’s not 
good idea to interfere with their eating hab¬ 
its. Some destinations, such as camping sites, 
request dogs are on a lead when near to wild 
animals or endangered plants. Having both a

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Advice for exercising in summer 



DRINKING before 
exercising, trying 
a different time of 
day and knowing 
the medical risks 
are three of the 
seven top tips for 
being active outside 
in summer sun and 
heat. 

Whether running and 
cycling or participating in 
other sports and outdoor 
activities, the specialists 
have warned that failure 
to adjust accordingly to 
hot conditions could hin¬ 
der fitness progress and 
potentially harm overall 
health. 

A spokesperson for 
Vivotion.com said: 

“More Brits will be 
encouraged to get active 
outdoors during spells 
of warm weather over 
the summer, but direct 
sunlight and increased 


heat can pose extra chal¬ 
lenges to exercising. It’s 
especially important to 
wear appropriate summer 
clothing, get plenty of 
water into your system 
before you feel like you 
need it and avoid the 
midday sun. 

“If you start to feel 
uncomfortable or notice 
any signs of heat exhaus¬ 
tion, stop immediately 
and try to cool down as 
quickly as possible.” 

When exercising in 
summer: 

1. Keep hydrated: 
it’s vital when active 
during summer heat to 
make sure you keep suf¬ 
ficiently hydrated at all 
times. That means drink¬ 
ing plenty of preferably 
cold water, or specialist 
sports drinks for intense 
activity, and avoiding 
alcohol. 

2. Try a different time 
of day: if you normally 


for a run, cycle or play 
sports outdoors during 
the afternoon, blazing 
sunshine should make 
you think again. 

Try getting up earlier 
and exercising while 
its cool before work, 
or head outside as the 
temperature starts to drop 
later into the evening, but 
steer clear of excessive 
activity while exposed to 
the sun between 11am 
and 3pm. 


3. Gradually get used 
to conditions: If your 
body is used to participat¬ 
ing in outdoor activities 
during the winter, with 
cold air and rain to keep 
it cool, it’s important to 
acclimatise to exercising 
in heat. 

Gradually build up 
your activity levels, con¬ 
duct a thorough warm-up 
and make sure you know 
your fitness level - don’t 
push yourself too hard, 


too soon in challenging 
conditions and seek out 
shade wherever possible. 

4. Dress wisely: 
Brits heading outdoors 
to exercise in summer 
heat should choose light 
coloured, loose clothing 
that’s made from an 
appropriate, ventilated 
sporting material rather 
than cotton. 

A pair of shorts and a 
t-shirt should normally 
do the trick - forget 
about sweatshirts, track- 
suits, joggers and long 
socks. 

Don’t forget to take 
a cap or sunglasses and 
sun cream too.5. Know 
your medical limits: It’s 
crucial to know how any 
medication or pre-exist¬ 
ing conditions you have 
may affect your ability 
to exercise in higher 
temperatures. 

If you’re unsure, 
consult a medical 


professional and don’t do 
any activity that could 
pose unnecessary risks 
and harm. 

6. Watch out for 
heat exhaustion and 
heatstroke: According 
to the NHS, signs of 
heat exhaustion include 
headaches, dizziness 
and confusion, loss of 
appetite, feeling sick, 
excessive sweating, 
pale skin, cramps in the 
limbs or stomach, fast 
breathing or pulse, being 
very thirsty and a body 
temperature above 38C. 

If you can’t cool down 
within 30 minutes and it 
turns into heatstroke, it 
needs to be treated as an 
emergency. 

7. Take a cold shower: 
Taking a cold bath or 
shower after working out 
in the heat will lower 
your core body temper¬ 
ature and be more com¬ 
fortable than soaking in

AT the edge of the Vale 
with enviable views over 
Cardiff, you will find 
the Indian Marigold 
restaurant on The 
Tumble, St Nicholas. 

The building was once 
home to the Traherne Arms, 
and has retained its old Welsh 
hostelry charms complete 
with stone walls but now 
has a relaxed, contemporary 
feel to the dining room with 
a gentle Indian influence. 

The restaurant was opened 
some nine months ago by Neha 
and her team, who have, between 
them, many years’ experience 
in the restuarant business. 

This experience in the busi¬ 
ness is apparent in the inspiring 
menu on offer. Not a huge menu 
by any means, but this is good 
news as each item on offer will 
fill Indian food lovers with 
excitement as it becomes clear 
that this is no ordinary restaurant. 


Of course, the traditional 
favourites are available includ¬ 
ing tikka masala, jalffaizi and 
Madras, and there is plenty 
of choice for vegetarians and 
seafood lovers too. The menu 
becomes really exciting, 
however, when the house 
specialities are considered and 
it’s a tough decision to make 
when they are all so appealing. 

Two of us opted for the 
Marigold Trios, delightfully 
presented starters comprising 
tasty onion pakora, tandoori 
paneer and channa chat for 
the vegetarian option and 
the incredible tandoori king 
prawn, calamari and crunchy 
soft shell crab in the seafood 
selection. It was apparent that 
the main course was going 
to be something special. 

I’m not a fan of the super-hot 
chilli burn common in average 
curry dishes, but prefer a skil¬ 
ful combination of spices and 


flavours. Neha and her team are, 
I am pleased to say, masters at it. 

The vegetarian dish was typi¬ 
cal of the South Indian cuisine on 
offer, the tongue-twisting brinjal 
aur aloo tamatar, which was 
packed full of flavour and which 
Chef takes extra care with, as 
the aubergines can take a little 
more heat to bring them alive. 

The hariyali-piaza was rec¬ 
ommended, and certainly didn’t 
disappoint. Almost too beautiful 
to eat, the succulent chicken was 
complemented by a timbale of 
rice, complete with crispy onion 
topping and a spicy tomato 
sauce for even more flavour. 

I opted for the Hyderabadi 
chicken biryani, a regional 
dish and typical street food 
cuisine, and with its spice 
combination and delicious 
sauce it was also a winner. 

Too full for dessert, we 
rounded off the meal with 
some liqueur coffees, which 


were also excellently presented. 

The restaurant has an infor¬ 
mal, friendly atmosphere and 
Neha and team would like to 
welcome families to dine during 
the summer. For the under-10s, 
the restaurant is offering free 
meals until August 30, and the 
kids’ menu, inspired by the 
owners’ five-year-old son, will 
appeal to even the fussiest eater. 

This restaurant is definitely 
one of the best-kept secrets in 
the Vale. If you haven’t eaten 
at the Indian Marigold, I sug¬ 
gest you pay a visit before it 
becomes impossible to book a 
table. I cannot wait to return.

High times in Ho Chi Minh City 



WHETHER you 
call it Saigon, or 
- to give it its full 
title since 1972 - 
Thanh pho Ho Chi 
Minh, this southern 
Vietnamese city 
roars a jolly path 
through life, the 
exuberance of the 
scooters, motor¬ 
cycles, and cyclos 
forming what 
appears to be an 
infinite cavalcade 
along its French- 
themed boulevards. 


It is the foremost busi¬ 
ness address in Vietnam, 
in the main driven by 
the ethnic Chinese 
community which 
makes up a substantial 
proportion of the city’s 
eight million residents. 

Despite new skyscrap¬ 
ers and hotels altering 
the modem landscape, 
much of the city scene 
is focused at pavement 
level, with street-food 
stall stalls dotting street 
comers and hawkers 
shouldering their wares, 
which are suspended 
from bamboo poles. 
Such sights and scents 


would have been familiar 
to Graham Greene among 
others in pre-war days. 

A beguiling blend of 
the old and new and the 
possible, Ho Chi Minh 
is very much Vietnam’s 
metropolis of the future. 

Now some 110 years 
old, for example, the 
Taoist Jade Emperor 
Pagoda is one of the 
most spectacular in 
Asia. Its roof is covered 
with statues of dragons, 
birds, and animals, while 
fiendish-lookingTaoist 
and Buddhist deities 
inhabit the interior. 

Carved gilt wood¬ 
work, clouds of incense 
and a general air of 
mystery combine to 
provide a very oth¬ 
er-worldly ambience. 

Pride of place here 
goes to the statue of 
the Jade Emperor,the 
Ruler of Heaven in 
Chinese mythology. 

Supplicants will, most 
of the day, make their 
devotions Kim Hua, 
the goddess of fertility. 

Yanluo Wang, the 
King of Hell, lurks 


nearby and together with 
rather explicit illustra¬ 
tions of the fate (think 
Hieronymus Bosch, 
but transported a few 
thousand miles east and 
you’re about right) await¬ 
ing sinners in the afterlife. 
You have been warned... 

Art and lacquerware 
top many shoppers’ must- 
have lists, and there is no 
shortage of galleries and 
boutiques stocking both. 

For jewellery, 
including made-to- 
order items that can 
be made overnight in 
some cases, drop by the 
famed Ngoc Trai shop. 

Notre-Dame Cathedral 
Basilica of Saigon (offi¬ 
cially - deep breath - 
Cathedral Basilica of Our 
Lady of The Immaculate 
Conception) and its twin 
spires at the northern end 
of Dong Khoi is unmiss¬ 
able, perhaps even more 
so now that the spires 
jar with the glass facade 
of the nearby Diamond 
Plaza shopping mall. 

The cathedral was built 
in the 19th century, com¬ 
plete with ornate marble 


reliefs and stained-glass 
windows; it continues 
to be used by the city’s 
many Roman Catholics. 

Ho Chi Minh - in com¬ 
mon with many Asian cit¬ 
ies - loves nothing more 
than to party, although 
curfews tend to come and 
go at the mercurial whim 
of the civic authorities. 

Weather permitting, 
little beats starting the 
evening with a sunset 
rooftop cocktail. Try 
Saigon Saigon for some 
old world (French) colo¬ 
nial charm, chic modem 
style of the Chill Skybar. 
Take your chances at 
a casino, mix with the 
locals at one of the many 
streetside beer joints, or 
venture down the Saigon 
River on a dinner cmise. 

The adventurous could 
visit the quaintly-named 
- and quite legendary - 
Apocalypse Now bar. 

Russian roulette might 
be your cup of tea, but I 
prefer the advice to “never 
get out of the boat”. 

Unless, that is, you’re 
going all the way...

BE sure to famil¬ 
iarise yourself 
with the new fuel 
labels before start¬ 
ing your journey. 

From October last 
year, the old labels for 
fuel disappeared, replac¬ 
ing them with the new 
symbols, the purpose 
of the new regime is 


to remove confusion 
and standardise the 
delivery of information 
to the consumer. This 
new method will also 
be displayed by the car 
manufacturer as well as 
the fuel resellers in order 
to make the correct iden¬ 
tification of fuel type 
easier for the motorist. 
It will be up to the UK 
to decide how the mles 
regarding labelling 
will apply after Brexit. 

The increase of bioeth¬ 
anol in petrol has been 
of particular interest as 
consumption increases 
in line with the drop in 
sales of diesel vehicles. 
It is anticipated that the 
UK will follow suit with 
labelling as it is cur¬ 
rently implementing the 
same fuel standards here 
in order to help deliver 
the Renewable Transport 
Fuel Obligation in a 
cost-effective manner. 

Described as a 
“no-brainer” by the BBC, 
the increased amount of 
bioethanol will deliver 
substantial reductions 
of harmful emissions, 
but the Department for 
Transport has identified 
potential areas that may 
cause damage to older 
cars, these could include: 


Blocked fuel filters; 
damaged fuel pumps; 
degradation to flex¬ 
ible fuel hoses and 
corroded carburettors 

Checking which grade 
fuel before starting 
your summer journey 
to Europe would be 
advisable, this infor¬ 
mation can be found in 
the owner’s handbook, 
on newer cars it may 
be found within the fuel 
flap and if in any doubt 
you can contact the man¬ 
ufacturer’s dealerships 
or your regular garage. 

A guide to the 
new symbols 

E5, E10 or E85 in a 
circle refers to petrol, the 
number represents the 
percentage of the bioeth¬ 
anol content. We cur¬ 
rently use E5 in the UK 
and this is considered 
safe for older vehicles. 

B7, B10 or XTL in a 
square for diesel, again 
the number represents 
the percentage of the 
bioethanol content. 

Gaseous fuel will 
remain in the familiar 
lozenge, the letters 
representing the type 
of gasses available.

Citroen Berlingo (M) (Feel Edition) PureTech 
110 S&S - 6 speed 



THE design brief for 
the new Berlingo would 
have been very simple for 
Citroen ‘build a family 
or leisure vehicle that 
you can use every day 
with the added ability to 
carry a large amount of 
gear - which includes the 
kitchen sink - and must 
include as many storage 
holes as humanly possi¬ 
ble’. Plus, it has to drive 
brilliantly. 

Power and Efficiency: 

The new Berlingo I had on 
test is powered by a 110HP 

I. 2 litre petrol engine that per¬ 
forms well and I think is one 
of Citroen’s better engines that 
will happily return 42.4mpg 
(combined). 

Top speed, of course, is of 
no concern here, because the 
Berlingo was designed to be a 
family and adventure-friendly 
vehicle. But if you need to 
know - its top speed is around 
109mph and 0-62 comes in at 

II. 5 seconds. 

The other important bits like 
torque figures are more relevant 
because of the nature of what 
the Berlingo will be doing and 
carrying. That 1.2 PureTech 
3-cylinder petrol engine pro¬ 
duces 250Nm f torque, which 
is great for all those green fields 
you will hit while you are out 
and about on your adventures.

CAPTAIN Colin Ingram believes his 
experiences in Twenty20 leagues across 
the world have made him a better leader 
as he aims to end Glamorgan’s wait for a 
Vitality Blast title. 

The hard-hitting South African is one of world 
cricket’s most travelled professionals, having played 
in several different T20 leagues from India to 
Australia and from Afghanistan to the Caribbean. It 
is in Wales, however, where he feels most at home 
and where the 34-year-old plans to set down roots in 
Cardiff with his family. 

“(Cardiff is) my cricket home and where my fam¬ 
ily hope to settle permanently in the future,” he said.

“I have leamt a lot about captaincy, and what I’ve 
leamt can be put into practice at Glamorgan,” he 
said, ahead of their home opener against Somerset 
last Friday evening. 

Ingram found his spell with the Delhi Capitals a 
worthwhile learning experience, even if things did 
not always go his way. “It was very tough, as I had 
limited opportunities. I have always batted up the 
order, but for Delhi I was constantly coming in at 
number five or six with only a few runs needed to 
win. 

“I am now back on familiar territory, and with all 
the experience I’ve gained in tournaments around 
the world I am hoping that can help the players 
and I am sure we can all enjoy a successful T20 
tournament.”
